$7,835,«03. Total permits issued during 1950 for the same, period
were 96,807,807. 
Permit* issued during the month 

of June this year were $2,612,310, 
nearly $2,000,000 ahead of those 
issue.d during June, 1950. Totals 
of permits issued in June of laat 
year were $627,798. 
HOME TRACTS

POPULATION 
NOW 28,000. 
CITY CLAIMS

The population of the. City of 
Torrance will top 28,000 during 
tho fiscal year 1951-52, accord- 
Ing to the estimates of City Man­ 
ager George W. Stevens.

The figure is based on the av­ 
erage population of 3.1 persons 
per dwelling unit, aa based on 
domestic electric meter units of 
the Southern California Kdison 
Company within the confines of 
Torrance.

It is expected that there will be 
in excess of 9,000 domestic elec­ 
tric 'meter units in Torrance be­ 
fore the end, of the fiscal y«ar.

These population and growth 
estimates form the basis for the 
city'a $8^t.289 budget for the 
year 1951-52, according to Stev- 
enn.

Homes already are under con­ 
struction in Various sections of 
Torrance which will cause the 
city to pass the 28,000 figure this 
year, it was said. 
iiROWTI! CITED

Torrance will have more than 
doubled its 1947 population by 
the end of the present year, it 
was said. The population in that 
year was placed at 13T160 by a 
apecial government, census.

The assessed valuation this 
year $03.617,500, is $20,000,000 
greater than it was in 1947, ac­ 
cording to HtevenH.

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TORRANCE RETAIL TRADE 
UP 25 PERCENT FOR YEAR
40 Tax 
Cut Held 
Possible

While Federal Income taxes 
may go up 12 \.'2 percent or 
more, and the cost of living In­ 
creases with the trend of wage 
raises throughout the nation, a 
ray of hope was seen this week 
In the possibility that the 
"down to earth," (ad valonun) 
tax might drop 40 ce.nl* per 
9100 assessed valuation during 
this year (I9S1-52). 
Two local tax-leving boards 

have indicated that they will 
drop taeir tax rates 20 cents per 
$100 each.

One is Torrance Unified School 
District.

The other is the County of Los 
Angeles.

The down-town taxpayer in 
Torrance last, year (1950-51) paid 
$6.9820 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion on real estate and' personal 
property.

The Los Angeles County gener­ 
al tax rale last year was $1.9301, 
a.nd it appears the rate this year 
may be $1.7351.

Torrance Unified School Dis­ 
trict tax rate last year was 
$2.8887 (including the .60 cents 
per $100 El Catnino College tax), 
and this year, the rate bids fair 
to be $2.6887 (Including the .80 
cent El Camlno College tax).

The City of Torrance tax rate 
probably will remain the same 
this year, $1.12 per $100. There 
has been no indication of a 
change in the County Flood Con­ 
trol District rate of .1951 cents 
per $100; the Torrance Water

Postal Receipts 
$32,000 Ahead 
Of Last Year

Another Indication of the 
rapid' growth of Torrance was 
Indicate! this wc*»k as postal 
receipts for the IH50-5I fiscal 
year soared $.H'£.'£77.!I7 higher 
than those for the fiscal year 
1949-50, according to IAHI 
Delnlngor, assistant postmas­ 
ter.

Receipts for this yeor 
totaled to $189.436.38, while last 
year's receipt* were f 157.159.01. 

A near Increase of $3,000 for 
the month of June this year over 
last year was shown. Postal re­ 
ceipts totaled $14,178.50 last 
month, with a total of f 11,311.39 
for June, 1950.

The six months total for this 
year over last year showed « 
gain of more than $20.000 as « 
total of $94,709.61 of receipts 
were shown for the first six 
months of this year. Postal re­ 
ceipt totals for the first six 
months of I»50 were $74.201.Alt.

Post Office Here 
Leases Six Autos 
For Mail Delivery

Six new four-door Chevrolet 
sedans were leased by the Tor­ 
rance Post, office July 1 for use 
In mall delivery, according to 
Postmaster Clara Conner.

The autos, leased on a one- 
year basis from a Ix>ng Reach 
garage, is costing the Post Of­ 
fice department approximately 
$1500 a year each for their use, 
according to Postmaster Conner. 
They sre now In operation here.

W« have had a lot of compliments on our feature 
"What I Like About Torrance" printed in last week's Tor­ 
rance Press, but one thing that most folks like about Tor­ 
rance deserves an editorial of its own.

This asset is the SMOG FREE location of Torrance, 
which gives residents of this city 99 percent freedom from 
the irritating, eye-smarting, choking fumes which plague 
nearly every other Southern California city from Santa Mon­ 
ica to San Bernardino and Riverside.

Lots of folks do not realiie the value of this asset, but 
those who have moved here from cities easterly from Los 
Angeles and the Long Beach area certainly do.

Torrance is virtually exempt from smog because of its 
prevailing ocean breeze which comes off the ocean at Holly­ 
wood Riviera and Redondo Beach, fresh from the Pacific. 
There are no oil refineries or factories to the west of Tor­ 
rance to contaminate the air.

This does not say that Torrance does not contribute 
smog to some of the communities east of here, from such 
plants as General Petroleum, Columbia Steel and others. 
Corrective measures are being taken in those plants, but 
the smoke and fumes travel on the pervailing westerly 
breezes to the east.

An occasional southeast wind picks up fumes and smog 
from harbor area refineries, and a rare northwest breeze 
will send some of General Petroluem's fumes over Central 
Torrance. But this occurs for only a few hours, on a half- 
doxen days a year.

Torrance folks do not know how lucky they are in this 
SMOG FREE area, with its fresh ocean breeze 99 percent 
of the time.

If you want to find out how lucky you are, ask any 
former resident of Long Beach (refinery and fish cannery 
plants to the west), or Los Angeles, Altadena, Monterey 
Park, Montebello, Whittier and other cities.

The only complaints that the Air Pollution Control auth­ 
orities have about Torrance are those about fumes and. smog 
originating in some Torrance plants as mentioned above, but 
Torrance itsdf enjoys a unique privilege, that of being prac- 
ticolty SMOG FREE. ' _..__ J_

While official figures had not 
been compiled for the month of 
June on the Tofrance sales tax, 
collations of the city's one-half 
of one percent tax amounted to 
$55.910, for the first 11 months 
of the fiscal year. This is in ex­ 
cess of $5000 per month. Indi­ 
cating a total retail trade vol­ 
ume (exclusive of foodstuffs) of 
$12,000,000 or more for/goods 
purchased here. 
OTHER CENTERS

Of other principal trade cen­ 
ters in the area surveyed, Haw­ 
thorne bad a gain of only 20 
percent in .1950-51, its retail sales 
(exclusive of food) for the year 
amounting to approximately 
111.350,000 against $9.423,600 for 
the previous year. Sales tax col­ 
lections. (v«z of one percent), 
amounted to $52.260 for 11 
months against $47.118 for the 
year 3949-50.
